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Summary or Mount Wilson Magnetic Observations of Sun- 
Spots for March and April, 1921 

The months of March and April were not marked by any unusual 
activity. No. 1823, which crossed the central meridian on March 
27th, was the largest group, with an area of 460 millionths of the 
Sun's visible hemisphere. There were two spotless days in March 
and one in April. The average number of groups observed daily 
was 2.5 in March and 2.8 in April.
